The past four years have proven to 
be a turning point in athletics, girls 
athletics that is. 

Girls athletics at Roosevlet are 
becoming a strong plus for the 
school, however, that could not be 
concluded by the support it gets. 
Parents are the team s biggest fans. 
Moms, dads, grandparents and 
other relatives try to equal and out 
yell opponents bleachers. (And do 
quite well.) Teachers and faculty 
attend also, lending support not 
only on the court, pool, and field but 
in the classroom as well. But where 
is the most important support -- the 
student body? 

Girls' sports are badly publi- 
cized which leaves some excuse for 
students.

onds," or "I once went to a volleyball 
game but saw only the last match." 
Students seem to have a hard time 
attending girls' events on time, or at 
all. 

The Cheerleaders role is to lead 
the school in cheers and to support 
the teams. They do a wonderful job 
with boys' football, boy s swimming 
and boys' basketball but hold no 
interest for girls' sports. The 
varsity girls' basketball team had a 
lot of complaints this season. The 
cheerleaders have shown up late for 
their games and have a habit of only 
supporting the boys' teams. 

If Roosevelt wants to continue a 
growth in girl's athletics there must 
be something done to change the 
prejudiced attitude of our student

The time between 
the end of the game and the Little 
Pal s curfew was open ended. It s 



during this free time that we got into 
trouble and the controversy began. 

Big Pal-Little Pal was cancelled 
because of problems with alcohol. It 
is the perception that freshmen 
drink at this event because of peer 
pressure; however, the reality is that 
the majority of little pals just want 
to drink. This statement is not in- 
tended to stereotype all little pals, 
nor is this an argument trying to 
convince anyone that drinking 
associated with Big Pal- Little Pal is 
something the school and parents 
should support. Being accused by 
the police of public intoxication in 
the parking lot of a high school 
football game doesn't exactly show 
responsibility. But the guilt of 
corruption placed by parents and 
the school on the upper-classmen 
should not be for them alone.

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TRHS TRADITION 

AS IT CHANGES WITH TIME 




It's been said that this 
was a year of contro- 
versy, a year of unrea- 
sonable decisions, a year 
in which tradition at 
|TRHS was destroyed. It 
is true that Big Pal Little Pal was 
cancelled for next year, that Powderpuff 
wasn't held this year, and for the first 
time, freshmen could not go off campus 
for lunch. 

Is it possible that tradition at TRHS 
will eventually cease to exist or is it that 
certain traditions become inappropriate 
with time and change? 

There are many traditions which no 
longer exist. For example, the Pep Club 
was formed in 1928. Back then, there 
were 1 50 members (all girls) who wore 
blue skirts, white jackets and berets. 
This group or- 
ganized cheers 
and was consid- 
ered the "spirit 
group" of TRHS. 
Pep Club even- 
tually died out 
during the 
1970s. Another 
former tradition — ■ — — — 
is Rifle Club, which won the state cham- 
pionship in 1940. Other clubs which 
eventually came to an end are Piano 
Club and Boxing Club. Daddy-Daugh- 
ter dinners were a tradition until the 
early 1980 s, but ceased to exist in the 
90 s for various reasons including 
divorced parents and "blended" family 
situations. 

TRHS has returned to Odin as our 
mascot, so why not adopt other lost 
traditions? The presentation of the "Big 
Stick" was a custom in which the 
president of the graduating class pre- 
sented a club symbolizing leadership 
and authority to the new senior class 
president. Since this is "Roosevelt" 
High School, why not celebrate "Roosev- 
elt Day" which used to be a regular tra- 
dition of the school? The day was cele- 
brated on October 27, Theodore 
Roosevelt's birthday. It consisted of 
pageants and plays which glorified

Theodore Roosevelt. These tradi- 
tions no longer continue. If today's 
students don't think we have 
enough tradition, why not explore 
an old one? 

Yet, it should be said that many 
past traditions are not diminishing, 
but are simply transforming into 
new traditions. For example, TRHS 
has always been proud of its front 
lawn. Of course the front lawn is 
still there, but it has changed im- 
mensely. In 1923 it had a pond 
used for ice-skating and was not 
surrounded by a freeway or parking 
lot. Lockers were also different. 
They were made of wood, until 1955 
when a problem with mice devel- 
oped. The pool, library, and science 
wing were also new additions to our 
__ school at one 
time. Other 
changes 
Include the 
cheerleading 
squad, which 
consisted of 
all males 
until 1957. 
From 1957 
until now, the cheerleading team 
has been an all-female team, but 
this tradition has changed again, 
with four guys participating on the 
squad this year. 

These changes in tradition are 
due in part to the amount of stu- 
dents' participation and their activ- 
ity choices. Because of changing 
times, students are working more 
and therefore don't have as much 
time to become involved in school 
activities. At one point at TRHS, 
points were given for each activity in 
which a student participated. A 
person could only accumulate a 
designated number of points. This 
kept any one person from monopo- 
lizing school activities, and left more 
leadership positions open to the 
majority of the student body. 

Although it may seem that tradi- 
tion at TRHS has greatly diminished

1923- The first graduating class at Roosevelt consisted of 17 students. 

1935- A soda fountain was added to the cafeteria. For $2.00 a year stu- 
dents could make their own fountain drinks. 

1950- A state swim meet was held in the old swimming pool, where the 
wrestling room is today. 

1957- So few boys tried out for chee Heading, that this was the first year 
for girl cheerleaders. 

1962- First year that Roosevelt was a high school and not also a junior 
high. 

1964- No pep assemblies were held because of violence. 
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For the first time in a long time. 
Student Council organized and 
planned the activities of Homecoming 
Week. Committees and more commit- 
tees were established to get the 
festivities underway. 

The traditional T.P. job on the 
school s front lawn kicked off the 
week, but was soon followed by other 
new and exciting activities. One new 
activity was the decorating of the 
halls. Each class was assigned a hall 
which they decorated any way they 
wanted. Junior Class President Tony 
Burrell said, "By far we [Juniors] had 
the best hall; we had a lot of people 
who dedicated a lot of time." 

Spirit Week also added new high- 
lights to Homecoming Week. "We tried 
to get new ideas to increase school 
spirit," said Spirit Committee Chair, 
senior Tracy Woods. One new idea 
used was the music, ranging from 
Eric Clapton to New Kids On The 
Block, that was played over the 
intercom during passing periods. 
Woods said, "We tried our best to get 
a wide range of music." The Pie- throw- 
ing Contest was also new this year.

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DISSECTION 



No guts, no grade 
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I here is an old saying, 
that coaches and 
I teachers often use, 
"no guts, no glory." 
I Senior Advanced 
Biology teacher Jack 
Koch has modified the saying just a 
little bit. His classes are expected to 
dissect cats and frogs throughout the 
year, therefore coming up with a new 
saying,"no guts, no grade." There are 
55 students currently enrolled in this 
class, and they are all expected to 
perform the dissection. 

Koch's classes have been dissect- 
ing cats for about 20 years. The 
Senior Advanced Biology class is a 
very difficult class that requires many 
hours of studying. The class is basi- 
cally designed for college bound 
students with an interest in pre-med, 
pharmaceuticals, nursing, and other 
science-related fields. Roosevelt is 
the only school in the Des Moines 
School District that has been in- 
volved in cat dissection for a long 
time. Although no other school has 
used the cats, other schools, such as 
Hoover, have been using fetal pigs. 

Cats are used, as opposed to 
other animals, for many important 
reasons. The first reason is the ex- 
penses. Cats are fairly inexpensive 
and are easy to come by. Also, their 
internal structure is similar to hu- 
mans, which makes the dissection 
more beneficial to the students. 

There have been some mixed 
feelings among Roosevelt students, 
over killing the cats only for the 
purpose of class dissection. The cats 
mainly come from big cities, where 
stray cats are abundant. Some com- 
panies have what are called "kitty 
farms", where cats are raised specifi- 
cally for experimentation. The cats ait 
raised on these farms, killed in gas 
chambers, and are sent to schools 
and universities around the country. 

Aside from the cat dissection, the 
students also dissect frogs during the

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first semester. The students kill the 
frogs themselves and then perform 
the dissection. There is some reluc- 
tance with some of the students to 
actually kill the frogs, but most 
students know what to expect when 
they sign up for the class. If a student 
has a real problem killing their frog, 
Koch will assist them. "I didn't mind 
cutting up something that was al- 
ready dead, but when it is still warm, 
kicking, and breathing, it makes it a 
lot more difficult, " said senior Lisa 
Anderson. 

Throughout the years, students 
have had many different reactions to 
the Senior Advanced Biology class, 
but they keep coming back.The 
students seem to enjoy the experience 
that they get in this class, as well as 
the instructor who teaches it.

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new group at Roosev- 
elt raised a lot of 
controversy this year. 
The co-organizations 
of Rho Phi Rho and E 
| Si Phi. consisting of 
Afro-American students, brought up 
the question of what is considered a 
sorority and fraternity. The Greek 
organization names alone give the 
impression of this. 

Under Iowa law, sororities and 
fraternities in public schools are 
illegal unless they "are sanctioned by 
the directors of such schools." The 
organizations' fight with administra- 
tion for recognition as school spon- 
sored proved unsuccessful through- 
out the year. 

The main objection 
of the principal was the 
in-school initiation proce- 
dures, which included 
attire, lunch table seating, 
stepping, chanting, and 
whatever Big Brothers 
and Sisters demanded of 
the Pee-Wee s and Jic's. 
The administration also 
requested a constitution, 
by-laws, and a formal 
statement of the group s 
purpose. 

The group did 
create offices and filled 
each with a strong leader. 
E Si Phi: President, Jay 
Williams; Vice president, 
Cory Williams; Secretary, 
Tony Rankins; Treasurer, 
Ishmael Hart; Sergeant at 
Arms, Aundra Hines. Rho 
Phi Rho: President, Tracy 
Hill; Vice president, Arica 
Wright; Secretary. Stepha- 
nie McClain; Treasurer, 



Kristy Matthews. The problem that 
arose in the group was the writing of 
the constitution and by-laws due to 
some disagreement between group 
officials. Whereas E Si Phi President 
Jay Williams considers the group 
more or less a faternity and sorority 
due to the southern origin of the idea, 
Rho Phi Rho President Tracy Hill said, 
"First of all don't call us a sorority/ 
fraternity or whatever, we are an 
organization." One thing both halves 
of the group agree on is their pur- 
poses: to bring the Afro-American 
people together, to offer an alternative 
to gang membership, and to serve the 
community. 

The group also considered 
combining with the current group at 
Hoover, but were unable to do this 
without formal recognition from TRHS 



administration. However, the Roosev- 
elt and Hoover groups occasionally 
held combined meetings and held 
stepping competitions. 

Although the group had a 
gung-ho start, their enthusiasm 
began to fade particularly during the 
winter months. Within a couple 
months the group went from E Si 
Phi's doing a step-show in Greek 
Week at Iowa State University to 
calling meetings with barely any 
members showing up. But just as 
nature is reborn in the spring, so 
were the Rho Phi Rho's and E Si Phi's 
The group began working to increase 
participation and excitement, plan- 
ning on maintaining the group s 
strength for the following year.

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Operation Desert Storm 




I n August 2. 1990 Iraqi Presi- 
dent Saddam Hussein made 
I good his threats and invaded 
the tiny Middle Eastern country of 
Kuwait. What followed was Operation 
Desert Shield, an effort of the United 
Nations to expel the aggressor. Upon 
Hussein s failure to withdraw by the 
January 15 deadline set by the U.N., 
Operation Desert Storm went into 
effect. 

Week 1 January 16-22 

Allied forces began the blitz of Iraq at 
3 a.m. Persian Gulf time, launching a 
Tomahawk missile toward 
Baghdad. This marked the beginning 
of a relentless air raid intended to 
destroy Iraqi missiles, radar, aircraft 
and weapons. This assault by the 
Allies demonstrated the high-tech 
capacity of our aerial weaponry as 
U.S. aircraft successfully blocked 
Iraqi radar and with night vision 
devices launched pinpoint low alti- 
tude missies under the cover of 
darkness. Hussein retaliated by firing 
eight Scud missies at Israel. These 
did not contain nerve gas, as feared, 
and the U. S. rushed in Patriot anti- 
missile missiles by the weekend. 
Week 2 January 23-27 
This proved to be the week of terror. 
Scud missile attacks persisted in 
Israel, one landing in a Tel Aviv 
residential area and injuring 100 
people. Hussein was suspected of 
ecological terrorism as well, when a 
Kuwaiti supertanker terminal was 
sabotaged. Hundreds of thousands of 
barrels of oil were dumped into the 
Gulf. The Allied Prisoners of War 
were numbered at 13 and were pa- 
raded in front of Iraqi television 
cameras. U.S. air raids continued 
with strategy and precision. 
Week 3 January 30-February 5 
The focus of Operation Desert Storm 
shifted from an exclusive air battle to 
include the first ground confrontation. 
In the deserted town of Khafji a 36- 
hour battle ensued and proved to be 
fierce with Allied troops engaged in 
house-to-house fighting. Hundreds of 



Iraqi soldiers were taken prisoner and 
hundreds more were killed. Specialist 
4 Melissa Rathbun-Nealy became the 
first female P.O.W. 
Week 4 February 6-12 
Bomb damage assessment was at- 
tempted by the U.S. in an effort to 
determine Hussein s remaining power. 
Defense Secretary Dick Cheney and 
Joint Chiefs Chairman Colin Powell 
flew to Saudi Arabia to confer with 
Allied commanders. The information 
was relayed to President Bush, who 
deliberated on the possible timing of 
the ground assault. 
Week 5 February 13-19 
With the bombing of a bunker in 
Baghdad, the antiseptic appearance of 
the Gulf crisis showed a more bloody 
aspect. Politically. Hussein made an 
unrealistic offer to withdraw from 
Kuwait, but refused to abide by the 



U.N.'s resolutions. The offer was 
dismissed by the President as a 
"cruel hoax" and the air war contin- 
ued. 

Week 6 February 20-26 

The Soviet Union attempted to posi- 
tion itself as mediator to establish a 
gradual peace. President Bush re- 
jected this proposal and issued his 
own ultimatum: Saddam Hussein 
had until noon the next day to begin 
withdrawing from Kuwait. Hussein s 
only response was to launch a Scud 
attack on Isreal shortly before noon. 
Ten hours later the President ordered 
the military to use "all forces avail- 
able including ground forces to eject 
the Iraqi army from Kuwait." His ob- 
jective was accomplished two days 
later; Kuwait was liberated on Febru- 
ary 27.1990. ■
